RIMARILY, The Temple is a conmie organie centre, the eonstituent 
parts of which are the units of eolleetive humanity. 

Coineident with the original impnlse, the first emanation from the Cen- 
tra] Spiritual Sun—the Univerzal Heart—came into manifestation, the 
Father-Mother-Son, the triangular eorner 8tone of The Temple, upon whiehb 
is rTising, age by age, a geometrically perfect edifice.

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THE ETHERIC PLANES.

\\ithin the last decade an exceptional amount of intcrest has been 
aroused mn the etheric phenomena of life, owing to the increased 
levelopment oft the psvchic senses of man in s0 many instances. 


Scientific investigation along <milar lines has added creatly to 
ach interest, especially 1m regard to the efforts which have been 
ade to requce gross matter to the last analvs:s possthle of investiga- 
1:00 by exoteric means. It 1s interesting to note that the findings of 
cence corroborate the statements ot the old Masters m respect to 
the constitution ot matter and espectally m regard to the finer, the 
theric states: of .\kasha winch are inperceptible to the physical 
| 


enses. FHowever, science has not vet demonstrated the truth that 


[he etheric states ot substance are the temporary environments of all 
oOrms of hte previous to and mmmecdtately tollowing the closing of 
namtestation in phvs1cal torm. 

[he soul of man 1s continuousIly <triving to solve the mysteries 
ot hte after the death ot the phys1cal body, and in some mstances this 
1as led to behef in the philosophy of what 1s termed *Spintualism,” 

belief in the visitble and audible manitestation ot discarnate sonls 
tO those in incarnation on the phvsical plane. The advanced occulst 
Joes not accept this teaching for what 1t 1s s1upposed by 1ts advocates 
t) prove. While he does not denv the possihility of many forms of 
ccult phenomena, he can only accept the teachings of the NMasters 
anent the manifestation of the personal Ego within the seven-fold 
(1v1810ns of marrter, force, and consclousness. \ CC rang to the latter 
the soul—the higher intelligence—does not return to earth m spirit- 
lalistic manifestation. although it 1s possiÞble tor the astral or etheric 
body, the vehicle of the soul, to appear under certain conditions atter 
the soul itself has left that bodv and is functioning 1n one of the 
11gher etheric planes. 

The said occultist is not only conscious of the continuity of all 
forms of life within the etheric planes but also of the various moditt- 
cations of Akasha which in part constitute the substance of the 
four-fold etheric planes. TI intend _to confine this communication 
more particularly to consideration of the lowest of these four states, 
tor it is more nearly related to the matter of the physical plane. 

This $tate of etheric substance is known by different schools of 


thought under various names, and this has led to much contus1on m 
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the minds of <tudents. According to both <ctence and occultism this 
etheric substance 1s more electrical and magnetic than 1s the matter 
of the physical plane. It 1s the suhstance of the Protyvle ot the Crooks 
School. the Alcahest of Paracelsus, the Fire of Zoroaster, the Lower 
Astral Light of the occultist. It is the vehicle of the Dvnaspheric 
Force of other <cienti=xts. Finally, it 1s the homogeneous all-pervad- 
inz form of etheric light which permeates every atom of phys1cal 
matter. It 1s the hasic substance oft all sr-ch torms as may hecome 
visthle to the psvchic <enses 1 vison, trance, or Sleep. 

At the death of the phvsical body the confined or personal ether 
concentrates and <streams. trom the head, gradually assuming the 
form of the physical body it 1s leaving. This suhtle, rarehed, ten- 
nous suhbstance in form 1s the vehicle of the departing soul, which 
remains on the lowest one of the etheric planes until its period of pur- 
vation 1s ended, when 1t automatically seeks a higher, a more ether1al 
or Spiritual plane, leaving 1ts vehicle as a hell on the lower etheric 
plane until 1t also has disimtegrated as the physical body has prev- 
1ouslv done. It 1s this Shell revivited by the meduns or by some 
astral entity that appears in Spiritual seances. 

The snbstance of the etheric plane may be, as 1t were, molded 
into any desired form by concentrated individual thought torce 
which has been set in action by auto-suggestion as may also be the 
case Ot one _ using the magnetism ot the ether tor healing or other 
purposes. The psychic may percerive the magnetic force in the form 
of Iight escaping from the ends of the fingers of the operator in the 
course of magnetic treatments. 

As the air may be contaminated by the etfluvia arising trom 
pPorSonous or nox1ous vapors, $0 an etheric magnetic current may be 
contaminated by the evil, lecherous thoughts Ot man, eventuating 1n 
i[Iness or even 1n death of the mdividual to whom they are directed. 
[Lvidences of such contamination are visible to the '-psychic in the 
clouded shades ot color assxumed by the personal ether escaping from 
the hody of one who 1s indulging in selfhish or other evil thoughts. 

[t 1s not s0 much the general phenomena of the etheric planes 
that I am emphas1zing at this time, for that 1s too far-reaching a 
Suhject to particularize to any great degree in a short communica- 
tion. It 1s the personal ether, that portion of the etheric substance 
which permeates the physical body and is possihle of manipulation 
by the will and mind of man. Man possesses the power to manipulate 
this fiery electric emanation and 1s responsible to the higher law for 
its use or misuse. Its selfish personal use 1s one form of black magic.

erem are all the people of all the races ot the earth, tor thev are all 
ck, although not all of them will admit that snch 18 the case. Christ 
's the great Head Physician, and the Maxters of the Great White 
Brotherhood are the statt ot consulting and operating phvs1e1ans. 
The nurses are the kind, unselhsh disciples of the Masters who 
ave chosen the hard way,” the way of <ervice tor others. Ihe 
vards of the hospital are the many states ot phvsical and lower men- 
[al consciousness. They are filled with the atthcted ot body and sout. 
There is an incurable ward filled with the shrunken forms ot 
patients who are dving from the effects of concentrated selfishnes= 
and inhumanity, men and women who have dried up the very spring=

of life in their Souls and are nearing the state termed *'spiritual 
cleath.” 

There is a well equipped operating room. and close to 1t 18 the Sur- 
2ical ward where the patients are taken after the operating surgeon 
14s cut through the quivering flesh and nerves of the body to reach 
and remove the malignant growths of the soul. Only with the Sharp 
nstruments of sorrow and suffering can the surgeon remove $such 
rrowths as have taken root in the soul—the effects of cruelty, treach- 
ery and revenge. Back of every diseased condition of body 18 a dts- 
ceased condition of mind. 

There are a few private wards, each one occupied by a single 
patient, it may be one who has sinned $0 deeply he has a tremendous 
price to pay for his care, the price 1s the sacritice of his most precious - 
possess10ns, or by a case of hereditary d18ease which would endanger 


the lives of others, consequently they are rigidly secluded. 
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There are manv general wards m this hospital, wards m which 
are lving numberless patients who have been <tricken by some phase 
or form of mental disease or physical injury. ITere or there hes one 
burning with the fever awakened by pride or ambition; elsewhere 
lies one suffering from the effects of the corosive porson of hate and 
enV \. 

There 1s the ward of the broken-hearted, a ward that 1s filled] 
with the victims of treachery and taithlessness, wives and hushands, 
even whole families deserted and lett destitute. Here also servants 
of God, priests and ministers, hetraved and forsxaken by those they 
have served well and faithfully, victims of their own selt-sacrihce. 
The hearts of the phys1cians and nurses of this ward are sorrowtn! 
at the s1ght. of the agonv of these slowly breaking hearts, which only 
the Great Physician can bear to behold. and He alone because He 
knows the end will bring them peace. tHe gazes tenderly ito the 
races of these patients in turn and savs to each one, © | omorrow thou 
Shalt be healed for thon <halt be with Nee im Paradise. Thou hast 
lone well.” 

There 1s a cluldren 's ward, where he the young sowmws who awaken 
more <adness m the hearts of the nurses and physicians than do the 
patients of many other wards. They are the victims of man's worst 
brutality, bis Insts and -ensuality. Into every place where a child 1x 
born stretches the acra of this ward. The tairies, elves, and gnomes 
weave a Spell over 1t, and he or she who would enter to serve Should 
nave a child heart, or they could not understand the spell. 

the ward which excites the interest of the curiositv seekers of 
this great hospital 1s the insane ward. The patients located therein 
are the victims of luxury. Their minds are unbalanced in their mad 
rusIf tor selt gratification and their eyes are hlinded to the miseries 
of the occupants of other wards where lie the starved and frozen 
victims of their cupidity and craze for Sensual pleasure. Heedless 
or the pleas of the Great Physician for repentance and atonement 
they sink into a pauper s grave. They have frittered away the riches 
bequested to them by nature m riotous living and end in bankruptcy 
of Soul. 

Last but far from least 1s the faithful squad of workers in every 
ward, those who make poss1hle the healing of patients by cleaning 
accumulations ot blood and filth, by carrying out the dead and attend- 
ing to all the other details of hygienic necessity, $still others who 
nourish the bodies of other workers and incapacitated patients—the 
creat body of the common people who are the backbone of the hos- 
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vital. It 1s oft these that the Great Physician has chosen His best 
beloved. Their positions are changeable ; they hecome the chosen for 
11gher fhelds of labor according to the measure of their faithfulness 
n-common felds. 

()yer all these and many other wards of God's Hospital rests the 
brooding love of the Great Physician.

IHE GREAI PARADOX. 


The great paradox would -seem to be the natural language of 
Dccultism. Nay more, it would seem to penetrate deep into the heart 
f things. and thus to he inseparable trom anv attempt to put into 
words the truth, the reality which underlies the outward shows of 
1te. 

\nd the paradox 1s not one in words only, but mn action, in the 
very conduct of life. The paradoxes of occultism must he Iived, not 
1ttered only. Herein hes a great danger, tor 1t 1s only too easy to 
hecome lost in the intellectual contemplation ot the path, and $0 to 
[orget that the path can only be known bv treading 1t. 

(ne startling paradox meets the student at the very outset, and 
confronts him in ever new and «strange shapes at each turn of the 
road. Such an one, perchance, has sought the path desiring a cuide, 
4 rule of right for the conduct of his life. He learns that the alpha 
and the omega, the beginning and the end of /ife 18 Selflessness ; and 
1e feels the truth of the saving that only in the protound uncon- 
can the truth and reality oft heing 


-clousness—self-forgetfulness 
reveal 1tself to his eager heart. 

The student learns that this is the one law ot occultism, at once 
the science and the art of living, the guide to the goal he desires to 
attain. He is fired with enthusiasm and enters bravely on the moun- 
tain track. He then finds that his teachers do not encourage his 
ardent flights of sentiment ; his all-forgetting yearning for the Infhin- 
te—on the outer plane of his actual life and consciousness. At least. 
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if thev do not actually damp his enthusiasm, they set him, as the 
first and indispenstÞle task, to conquer and control his body. The 
<tudent finds that far from being encouraged to hve in the soarmg 
thoughts of his brain, and to fancy he has reached that ether where 
is true freedom—to the forgetting of his body and his external 
actions and personalitvy—he is set down to tasks much nearer earth. 
\11 his attention and watchfulness are required on the outer plane : 
he must never forget himself, never lose hold over his body, Its 
mind. his brain. He mnst even learn to control the express10n of 
every feature, to check the action of each muscle, to he master of 
every slightest involuntary movement. The daily hte around and 
within him 1s pointed out as the object of his study and observation. 
Instead of forgetting what are usually called the petty trifles, the 
little forgetfulnesses, the accidental s11ps ot tongue or memory, he 15 
forced to become each day more conscious of these lapses, till at last 
they scem to poison the air he breathes and stifle him, till he seems 
to lose <1eht and touch of the great world of freedom towards which 
Ne 18 <truggling, till everv hour of every day seems full of the bitter 
taste of self, and his heart grows sick with pain and the struggle of 
dlespair. And the darkness 1s rendered yet deeper by the voice within 
nm, crving ceaselessly, Forget thyselft. Beware lest thou hecomest 
<elt-concentrated—and the giant weed of <piritual selhshness take 
hrm root in thy heart: heware, heware, beware!” 

The voice stirs his heart to its depths, for he feels that the words 
are true. Is daily and hourly battle 1s teaching him that selt-center- 
edness 1s the root of misery, the cause of pain, and his Soul 1s full of 
longing to be free. 

Thus the disc1ple 18 torn by doubt. Fe trusts his teachers, for he 
knows that through - them speaks the same voice he hears in the 
<1ence of his own heart. But now they utter contradictory words ; 
the one, the inner voice, bidding him forget himself utterly in the 
<ervice of humanity : the other, the spoken word of those from whom 
ne seeks guidance in his service, bidding him frst to conquer his 
body, Ins outer selft. And he knows hetter with every hour how 
badly he acquits himselt in that battle with the hydra-headed monster, 
and he sees Seven heads grow atresh in place of each one that he has 
lopped off. 

At first he oscillates hetween the two, now obeving the one, now 
the other. But s0on he learns that this 1s fruitless, for the sense of 
rreedom and hghtness, which comes at first when he leaves his outer 
<elt unwatched, that he may seek the inner air, s00n loses its keen- 
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1ess, and some Sudden shock reveals to him that he has slipped and 
fallen on the uphill path. Then, m desperation, he flings himself 
1pon the treacherous snake of selt, and <trives to choke it into death; 
but its ever-moving coils elude his grasp, the insidious temptations 
f 1ts glittering scales bhnd his vision, and again he becomes involved 
11 the turmoil ot the hattle, which gains on him from day to day, and 
vhich at last seems to fill the whole world and blot out all else beside 
irom his consctousness. Fle 1s face to face with a crushing paradox, 
the solution of which must be hved betore 1t can he really understood. 

[In his hours of <tlent meditation the <tudent will find that there 
[= One Space of Silence within him where he can find refuge from 
thoughts and desires, from the turmoil of the senses and the 
Jelusions of the mind. By simking his consctousness deep into his 


wart he can reach this place — at first onlv when he 18s alone m 
-rlence and darkness.. But when the need for the <tlence has grown 
creat enough, he will turn to seek 1t'even in the midst of the struggle 
with self, and he will find 1t. Only he must not let go of his outer 
elf, or his body; he must learn to retire into this citadel when the 
battle grows fierce, but to do s0 without losing $1ght of the battle, 
vithout allowing himself to fancy that hy <0 doing he has won the 
victory. That victory 1s won only when all 1s «lence without as 
vithin the inner citadel. Fighting thus from within that s1lence, the 
-tudent will find that he has solved the fir<t great paradox. 

But paradox <still follows him. When first he sncceeds in thus 
retreating into himself, he seeks there only for refuge from the 


-torm-in his heart. And as he struggles to control the gusts of 


vasson and desire, he realizes more fully what mighty powers he 


as vowed himself to conquer. Fe still feels himself, apart trom the 
lence, nearer akin to the forces of the <torm. How can Ins puny 
trength cope with these tyrants of animal nature - 

This question is hard to answer in <hrect words, 1t, indeed, <uch 
mM answer can be given. But analogy may point the way to where the 
-oIntion may be sought. 

In breathing we take a certain quantity of air into the Iungs, and 
vith this we can imitate in miniature the mighty wind of heaven. 


\\e can produce a feehle semblance ot nature, a tempest m a tea cup, 


4 gale to blow and even swamp a paper boat. And we can say. *I do 
this; it is my breath.” But we can not blow our breath against a 


hurricane, still less hold the trade winds in our lungs. Yet the powers 


f heaven are within us: the nature of the intelligences which guide 


the world-forces is blended with our own ; and could we realize this 
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and forget our outer selves, the verv winds would be our instruments. 

So it 1s in life. While a man clings to his outer self—aye, and 
even to any one of the forms he assumes when this *mortal coll” 18 
cast aside—s0 long 1s he trving to blow aside a hurricane with the 
breath of his lungs. It 1s nseless and idle, xuch an endeavor, for the 
great winds of life must, s0oner or later, sweep him away. But 1t he 
changes his attitude 11 himself, if he acts on the faith that his body, 
his desires, his pass1ons, his brain, are not hinself, though he has 
charge of them and 1s responsthle for them, 1t he tries to deal with 
them as parts of nature. then he may hope to become one with the 
great tides of being and reach the peaceful place of self-forgettulness 
at last.

"The mo=t ab=orbing imaginings of novelists, the heights of drama 
and exalted flight of poetry, often the harbingers of scientific d1s- 
coveries—the=e all are not $0 intensely fascinating as recent scientific 
discoverv. The moxt attractive of recent things 1s radio-activity, the 
projection of particles and also energy waves from ores, minerals 
and metals. that to look upon ordinarily would give no hint of their 
magical and mv<terious properties.
